M embers o f the Co u n ty Lan dfill Co mmit­ 
tee Thu rsday agreed to reco mmen d to the 
Co u n ty Bo ard that the co u n ty go v ern men t 
p ay $20,000 to the city o f Dix o n to help o ffset 
its deficits in o p eratin g the GROP lan dfill. 
The ten tativ e agreem en t o f the co u n ty to 
p ay o n e-third o f the $60,000 o p eratin g deficit 
came after co n siderable n ego tiatio n between 
Charles Du n p hy , District 1 m em ber o f the 
Co u n ty Bo ard an d co m m ittee chairm an , an d 
May o r Warren Walder. 
Du n p hy said his first p referen ce wo u ld be 
to lev y a co u n ty wide garbage tax an d Walder 
co u n tered he wo u ld n o t reco mmen d the City 
Co u n cil accep t an y mo n ey which cam e fro m a 
sp ecial tax . 
Walder based his o bjectio n o n the fact the 
tax wo u ld ap p ly to bu sin ess tax p ay ers in 
Dix o n who n o w p ay a city garbage tax bu t are 


n o t bein g serv ed by the city san itatio n crews. 
This wo u ld be an added tax o n an o ther tax 
fo r which they are n o t gettin g an y thin g, the 
m ay o r co mp lain ed. 
, 
Du n p hy ex p ressed the o p in io n the co u n ty 
wo u ld p ay n o m o re than $2 0,000 an d Walder 
wan ted to k n o w where the mo n ey was co min g 
fro m, when it wo u ld be receiv ed by the city 
an d what co n tro l the co u n ty wo u ld wan t o v er 
the lan dfill o p eratio n . 
The co mmittee chairm an said the Co u n ty 
Bo ard, if ap p ro v in g the reco mmen datio n , 
wo u ld decide where the mo n ey came fro m, 
an d that he do u bts an y o f it co u ld be p aid be­ 
fo re December after the n ew bu dget is 
ado p ted. 
Regardin g co n tro l, Du n p hy su ggested the 
co u n ty wo u ld wan t to hav e so me co n tro l o v er 
an y ex p an sio n o f the lan dfill o p eratio n . 
Walder was wary o f co n tro l by the co u n ty 


becau se he asserted the City Co u n cil can 
react faster in meetin g p ro blems than the 
Co u n ty Bo ard. 
Du n p hy challen ged the statem en t, “I thin k 
the city may act to o fast so m etim es.” 
Co mmissio n er Jam es G. Bu rk e was a bit 
leery o f the n ego tiatio n s, first ex p ressin g the 
o p in io n , “I thin k the who le thin g is half a tem ­ 
p est in a teap o t.” 
Later Bu rk e co u n seled, “ Realistically , 
there is n o way the co u n ty can m ak e a v ery 
large do n atio n ev en if it wan ted to .” 
Then he co n clu ded, “This $2 0,000 is n o t 
go in g to reso lv e the p ro blem the city has an d I 
thin k we o u ght to tak e su fficien t time to ex ­ 
p lo re an y way to get o u r lan dfill ex p en ses 
do wn . 
“On e o bv io u s way is to in crease o u r in tak e 
o f garbage an d we sho u ld n o t aban do n lo o k in g 
at this idea. 


“An o ther is to seek o u t a p riv ate lan dfill 
o p erato r to lease the o p eratio n to . 
“The city sho u ld lo o k at all av en u es to 
so lv e this p ro blem ,” Bu rk e declared. 
In resp o n se to a q u estio n fro m Du n p hy 
which ask ed ho w the city go t in to so mu ch fi­ 
n an cial tro u ble in the lan dfill o p eratio n so 
so o n , Charles Sterrick er, su p erin ten den t o f 
streets, blamed the in creased to u ghn ess o f 
the En v iro n m en tal Pro tectio n Agen cy (EPA) 
in mak in g mo re an d mo re dem an ds u p o n 
lan dfill o p erato rs fo r them to co n tin u e to 
co mp ly with EPA stan dards.

In the sho rt space o f three 
mo nths, the wo rld has mo v ed clo ser 
to real peace than it has been at any 
time since the end o f Wo rld War II. 
Certainly it is a much safer wo rld 
than it has been in all tho se y ears— 
perhaps in all this century —thanks 
to President Nix o n’s histo ric mis­ 
sio ns to Peking and Mo sco w. The 
dar, radio activ e clo ud that has ho v ­ 
ered o v er mankind has been pierced 
by ray s o f genuine ho pe and we be­ 
gin to glimpse tho se “ sunlit up­ 
lands” o f harmo ny and pro gress 
Winsto n Churchill o nce env isio ned. 
True, the acco rds and under­ 
standings reached with the leaders 
o f China and Russia are abased in 
great part o n mutual fear. There is 
still lingering distrust. The ideo lo gi­ 
cal riv alry between East and West— 
and between East and East—re­ 
mains unabated. 
But what prev ails no w is mo re 
than just the absence o f war, o r 
preparatio n fo r war. If these ac­ 
co rds are built upo n and ex panded in 
co ming mo nths and y ears, particu­ 
larly the unprecedented jo int “ Dec­ 
laratio n o f Principles” signed by 
President Nix o n and Secretary 
Brezhnev , they co uld usher in the 
generatio n o f true peace the Presi­ 
dent earnestly desires to leav e as his 
legacy . 
Hav ing said all this, ho wev er, 
there were fundamental differences 
between the ev ents in Peking in 
March and tho se just co ncluded at 
the summit in Mo sco w. 
The President’s China v isit was 
in the nature o f the o pening o f a do o r 
that had been so lidly clo sed fo r 22 
y ears. The reco rd o f United States- 
So v iet co -o peratio n, o n the o ther 
hand, is o f lo ng standing, co v ering a 
range o f subjects fro m cultural ex ­ 
changes to treaties guaranteeing the 
peaceful, scientific ex plo ratio n o f 
Antarctica and the mo o n. 
In this respect, the series o f new 
agreements signed in Mo sco w—o n 
cancer research, co mbined activ i­ 
ties in space, rules go v erning war­ 
ship enco unters at sea—were mere­ 
ly ex tensio ns o f that co -o peratio n, 


The famed racial equality o f the 
natio n’s 5 0th state is v astly o v errat­ 
ed. 
Or so claims jo urnalist Francine 
du Plessix Gray in a new bo o k, “ Ha­ 
waii: The Sugar-Co ated Fo rtress,” a 
co mprehensiv e and critical lo o k at 
the island-chain state. 
No t o nly do es she co ntend that 
Hawaii is a sugar-co ated fo rtress, 
do minated by the pineapple trust, 
but the crass co mmercialism o f de­ 
v elo pers is transmo grify ing its na­ 
tural beauty into a plastic paradise, 
at least o n the island o f Oahu, the o n­ 
ly part o f Hawaii that mo st to urists 
see. 
Abo ut the harmo ny bit, “ Ha­ 
waii,” say s Mrs. Gray , “ is a so ciety 
who se racism tends to be o bscured 
by the superficial racial equality 
and the relativ e po wer o f so me no n­ 
white gro ups—the wealthy Chinese, 
the po litically do minant J apanese.” 
As fo r the nativ e Po ly nesians, be­ 
cause o f their unco mpetitiv e nature, 
they are kept at the bo tto m o f the so ­ 
cial heap. 


i 
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tho ugh there was drama in the 
rapid-fire o rder o f their anno unce­ 
ment. 
What merits the descriptio n “ his­ 
to ric,” what co nstitutes a true turn­ 
ing po int, is the nuclear arms limita­ 
tio n treaty , a bewilderingly co mplex 
fo rjula which must be ratified by the 
U.S. Senate and which will undo ubt­ 
edly beco me embro iled in partisan 
co ntro v ersy when hearings o n it be­ 
gin. 
% 
Altho ugh mo re than two y ears o f 
SALT talks in Helsinki and Vienna 
led up to the treaty , much hard bar­ 
gaining was necessary during the fi­ 
nal ho urs in the Kremlin. At o ne 
po int it was feared the President 
wo uld hav e to leav e Russia with the 
mo st impo rtant go al o f his trip unre­ 
alized. 
There were, in fact, at least two 
disappo intm ents—the failure to 
reach an agreement o n trade and the 
unwillingness o f the President’s 
ho sts to allo w him to be seen by o rdi­ 
nary Russians fro m clo ser than a 
city blo ck’s distance. 
But in the o ne case, a U.S.- 
U.S.S.R. Co mmercial Co mmissio n 
was established and charged with 
respo nsibility fo r nego tiating a 
bro ad-range trade pact, as well as 
study ing the po ssibility o f jo int de­ 
v elo pment o f Russia’s v ast Siberian 
sto reho use; and in the o ther, the 
President spo ke directly to an esti­ 
mated 100 millio n Russians v ia tele­ 
v isio n. 
By almo st any criterio n, fro m ei­ 
ther the Russian o r American v iew­ 
po int, the President’s v isit to Mo s­ 
co w was highly successful, eminent­ 
ly wo rthwhile. We understand no w 
why bo th co untries were determined 
to let no thing prev ent it, no t ev en the 
alarming stepup o f the war in Viet­ 
nam in recent weeks. 
That this war co uld co ntinue, that 
Russian and Chinese arms co uld be 
o ppo sed to American arms in blo o dy 
battle in that unhappy land ev en as 
to asts were drunk, first in Peking 
and then in Mo sco w, indicates ho w 
far we hav e y et to go to reach tho se 
sunlit uplands o f human histo ry . 


This is unfo rtunate, and perhaps 
ev en a tragedy fo r the Po ly nesians, 
who se disease- and alco ho l-dev a­ 
stated histo ry after co ntact with the 
white man is sadly co mparable to 
that o f the American Indian. But 
what to do abo ut it? 


Since all missio nary effo rts to in­ 
culcate the easy -go ing Po ly nesians 
with the Pro testant 
wo rk 
ethic 
failed, perhaps so me tranquil hav ­ 
ens o n the unspo iled islands can be 
spared fro m energetic Anglo -Sax ­ 
o ns, Chinese, J apanese, Ko reans, 
Filipino s, Po rtuguese and o thers. 
In any case, there is o ne ray o f 
ho pe fo r Hawaii. If Hawaiians prac­ 
tice racial equality lo ng eno ugh, no 
matter ho w superficial, it co uld 
ev entually seep do wn into their sub­ 
co nscio us and beco me seco nd na­ 
ture. 
A lo t o f Americans o n the main­ 
land wo uld settle fo r so me o f that 
“ superficial equality ” and so me o f 
that “ relativ e po wer.” Ev en so me o f 
the plastic paradise.

President Nix o n, as ev ery bo dy 
and ev ery bo dy ’s bro ther kno ws, has 
an immense stake in the sto ck mar­ 
ket. No administratio n in histo ry has 
ev ern been re-elected in a bear (de­ 
clining) market. But it takes so me 
careful lo o king to see what really 
happens—and no w is the time to do 
it. 
Wanting a bull (adv ancing) mar­ 
ket and getting it are two different 
things. Also , it is easier to talk a 
market do wn than up. But ev ery 
electio n y ear finds ev ery adminis­ 
tratio n busting its butto ns to push up 
the eco ho my , push do wn unemplo y ­ 
ment, push up pro fits, push do wn in­ 
flatio n, and po stpo ne such unpo pular 
harpo o ns as tax increases. 
The effect in the sto ck market? 
There hav e been 18 electio n y ears 
since 1900. In each electio n y ear the 
sto ck market av eraged a gain o f 
abo ut eight per cent. 
During 12 electio n y ears the 
party in po wer wo n. When that hap­ 
pened the av erage gain was 13 per 
cent. 
During six electio n y ears the in­ 
cumbent party was thro wn o ut. 
When that happened the av erage 
lo ss was 3.22 per cent.

KIEV— The further y o u get fro m 
Mo sco w, the brisker the winds o f hu­ 
manity . We felt this in 195 9 ev en in a 
raw fro ntier city like No v o sibirsk. 
But the lifting o f the heav y pall o f 
“ So v iet po wer” which lies o v er Mo s­ 
co w is particularly no table in this 
capital city o f the Ukraine. It is a 
city o f real charm and architectural 
interest—“ a Euro pean city ,” o ne 
v eteran co rrespo ndent remarked— 
which has hidden the signs o f Nazi 
dev astatio n. 
But this is o nly a part o f it. What 
strikes y o u immediately —and it is a 
tragic co mmentary that it sho uld— 
are the sights and so unds o f o rdinary 
liv ing. Yo u see children play ing in 
the streets, peo ple walking their 
do gs, y o ung lo v ers ho lding hands as 
they take an early ev ening stro ll, the 
so und o f laughter. The co untry side 
is greenly lush, and small and well 
kept ho uses do t the suburbs instead 
o f the unifo rm ro ws o f apartment 
ho uses that surro und Mo sco w. The 
streets are tree-lined. 
The Ukraine, o f co urse, is no t 
Russia. It is a co untry with a histo ry 
and a traditio n o f its o wn, still lo o k­ 
ing to an independent future. It is 
jealo us o f its culture and clings to its 
o wn language despite the neuteriz- 
ing dictates o f Mo sco w. And it was 
eager to see that little bit o f America 
which the President’s mo to rcade 
and the line o f press buses repre­ 
sented. 
Tho ugh the po lice kept the peo ple 
sev eral hundred y ards away fro m 


The sto ck market usually creates 
its o wn climate, sunny o r menacing, 
and then basks in it—so metimes 
o v erlo ng—until a new set o f co ndi­ 
tio ns is discerned to change the at­ 
mo sphere. But presidential no mina­ 
tio n dates are the turning po ints in 
nearly all electio n y ears.

F alse pro m ises, unattainable 
pro mises, bro ken pro mises—these 
three things are the curse o f men 
and natio ns. But their effect o n the 
sto ck market is undeniable. Fo r ev ­ 
ery sto ck market is built o n a great 
many illusio ns. Again and again, 
emo tio nalism co unts far mo re than 
realities. 
There hav e been 13 electio n y ears 
since 1920. The av erage lo ws hav e 
co me in April and the av erage highs 
in No v ember. Yo u find a difference, 
ho wev er, when the incumbent party 
wo n o r lo st. 
When the incumbent party was 
re-elected, the av erage lo ws came in 


the airpo rt ro ad, y o u co uld see them 
clustered by the tho usands in the 
ho pe o f getting a fleeting glimpse o f 
the speeding cars. Ev ery apartment 
ho use’s balco ny o n the ro ute held 
fiv e o r six peo ple. In Mo sco w, where 
public interest was equally disco ur­ 
aged by the autho rities, the streets 
were relativ ely empty , but Kiev 
turned o ut at least o ne-hundred 
tho usand stro ng. Standing in fro nt o f 
o ur ho tel, we remarked o n the peo ­ 
ple who lined the streets, waiting fo r 
ho urs in the fo rlo rn ho pe that the 
presidential mo to rcade wo uld pass 
their way . We go t into co nv ersatio n 
with two y o ung Americans, students 
in a special fiv e-week language 
co urse arranged by their univ ersity . 
They gav e us an insight into the lo v e 
o f things American here. “ They o f­ 
fer us 5 0 ro ubles” —$6 0 at the o fficial 
rate o f ex change—“ fo r ro ck music 
reco rds,” o ne said. “ Fifty ro ubles 
fo r an $8 pair o f American jeans. 
The girls o ffer us all kinds o f mo ney 
fo r co sm etics—lipsticks and all 
that.” 
Kiev is, o f co urse, ev en less ac­ 
custo med to the influx o f a ho rde o f 
freewheeling American newsmen 
who wander where they will and 
speak o ut as they wish. The peo ple 
stare at us o penly , and o nly the the 
language barrier prev ents them 
fro m appro aching us.

dent Nix o n’s v isit co uld fo rce impo r­ 
tant do mestic changes in Russia. 
The shifts may no t co me quickly ; 
but to a degree they seem almo st in­ 
ev itable. 
The Kremlin may find it neces­ 
sary to div ert mo re o f its pro ductio n 
into meat, better clo thes, mo re 
ho using and ho useho ld appliances, 
auto mo biles. 
And perhaps allo w a bit mo re 
perso nal freedo m—no t much, but 
so me. 
That’s the co nsidered o pinio n o f 
so me kno wledgeable men in this ad­ 
ministratio n. 
These Kremlin watchers are co n­ 
jecturing o f co urse. Their thinking is 
based o n pressures already building 
up within Brezhnev ’s technical bu­ 
reaucracy , arid the ex pected weak­ 
ening o f the So v iet go v ernment’s 
stro ngest argument fo r austerity 
and stringent security —the Ameri­ 
can “ threat.” 
The pressures fo r a better deal 
fo r the co nsumer and mo re freedo m 
hav e been gro wing steadily amo ng 
the upper strata in Russia—the engi­ 
neers, scientists, technicians, ad­ 
ministrato rs and party functio naries 
o n who m Brezhnev depends fo r sur­ 
v iv al and fo r the success o f his pro ­ 
grams. 
, ^But the So v iet leaders hav e been 
able to scrimp o n the co nsumer, em­ 
phasize military and basic industrial 
pro ductio n and bear do wn with a 
heav y hand o n dissent because they 
hav e been able to picture Russia as 
ringed with enemies, threatened o n 
all sides—especially by the United 
States with its Minuteman missiles, 
P o laris subm arines, lo ng-range 
bo mbers and fo rmidable aircraft 
carriers. 
The Nix o n v isit wo n’t make “ the 
United States is threatening us” 
stance impo ssible but it certainly 
will be less creditable. And with the 
recent West German ratificatio n o f 
the new detente with Russia the 
“ threat” o f Western Euro pe canno t 
be painted in the dark co lo rs usual in

China remains. But is China as 
co nv incing a threat as the Western 
capitalist co untries? 
One may think credibility do es 
no t matter in a po lice state. It pro ba­ 
bly do esn’t when speaking o f the av ­ 
erage Russian. But credibility do es 
matter when Brezhnev deals with 
that 3 to 4 per cent—the ex perts, the 
technicians, the administrato rs— 
who run the machine. They co uld 
driv e him o ut as Khrushchev was 
driv en o ut. Analy sts no w believ e 
eco no mic failures were a majo r 
cause o f Khrushchev ’s fo rced retire­ 
ment. 
The So v iet leaders will hav e o th­ 
er pro blems in keeping the lid do wn 
o n what the upper strata o f Russian 
citizenry wants. If co mmerce be­ 
tween Russia and the United States 
is to be increased, if Americans are 
go ing to giv e Russians help in dev el­ 
o ping their industry , if there is to be 
a greater ex change o f scientists, 
there will be mo re co ntacts with 
Americans and their free-wheeling 
way s. 
Already , the meetings between 
Russian, American and o ther West­ 
ern scientists seem to hav e had 
so m e slightly unsettling results 
within the upper lev els o f So v iet 
technical so ciety . No t serio us as y et, 
but bo therso me to the Kremlin all 
the same. 
What effect the Nix o n v isit will 
hav e o n So v iet fo reign po licy is far 
less clear. Direct and indirect U.S. 
financial aid and trade co uld pro v ide 
Mo sco w with a greater ability to 
supply Cuba, Egy pt, No rth Vietnam 
and o ther client states. And with the 
United States limited, by agree­ 
ment, o n the pro ductio n o f nuclear 
weapo ns, Russia, perhaps, will hav e 
mo re freedo m to stir tro ubled wa­ 
ters, o perating as ^ usual thro ugh 
small ambitio us natio ns. 
These o peratio ns co uld perhaps' 
be held in check if Nix o n insists o n 
the co ntinuing basis that U.S.-So v iet 
co -o peratio n be tied to military re­ 
straint.

(2 ) Ingenious TV demonstra­ 
tions depict the faster action of 
certain anti-pain tablets. 
But why grow excited about a 
5-second difference between the 
rate at which one drug reaches 
the brain vs. another? 


Headaches are seldom so 
agonizing that a 5-second or 
even a 30-second delay is very 
significant. 
(3) Don’t give aspirin to 
reduce fever! 
God Almighty created our 
physiology so we’d develop a 
fever when foreign germs are 
attack ing us. 
For fever speeds up the 
production of our white blood 
corpuslces (which devour the 
germs) and meanwhile slows 
down the multiplication of the 
germs! 
Unless the fever exceds 105 
degrees, be grateful to it as a 
great medical aid to recovery . 
And at 105, you can hold it 
steady by alcohol rubs or ice 
pack s! 
(4) When you tak e an aspirin 
(as to mask pain) pulverize it 
before swallowing. 
For whole aspirin tablets 
seem 
to 
aggravate 
the 
lik elihood of perforating peptic 
ulcers. 
(5) The only effective remedy 
for a coronary attack 
is 
oxy gen! 
Since oxygen comprises 
20 
per cent of the air, breathe 
deeply and often, for those first 
5 to 10 minutes may tip the 


scales in favor of life vs. death! 
Delay ing 30 minutes to get to 
a hospital may be too late, so 
breathe deeply at once! But 
also tak e bottled oxygen when it 
is available! 
Morphine and nitrogly cerine 
tablets merely help slow down 
your metabolism and dilate the 
two coronary arteries, but don’t 
produce oxygen itself!
